A BEAUTY SHOW. 


A Norfolk correspondent of the Cin- 


cinnati Comineroial-Gazotte says that 
after a pretty general tour through Vir- 
ginia ha finds the impression among the 
best informed citizens almost nnani- 
mons that the Readjustsrs nuder Ma- 
hone will retain control of the State. 
The fight at present is over tha county 
offices, in which the emoluments are 
small compared to those in the North- 
ern States, but the scramble for them 
has begun and ia going on actively ia all 
directions. As far as their record on the 
Stats debt is concerned, there is bat 
little ohoioo between the two parties. 
The Democrats heretofore set apart a 
ganeroua slice of the obligations of the 
State of Wost Virginia as her share, well 
knowing that they might as well attempt 
to saddle it upon Karnachatka, with an 
equal prospect that such a mere would 
erar benefit their creditors. 
The Ma- 


hone party has not improved'on the ex- 
ample set them, nor has it done worse. 
The finanoss of Virginia are, however, 
in a Tery fair condition, for which state 
of affairs the new party in control may 
justly claim some credit. The State has 
over §1,000,000 on hand, and all the de- 
partments seem raasouably well eou- 
ducted and upon an economical basis. 
Th« Democrats confess that they see 
little or no prospect of wresting power 
.from Mahoae and his adherents, as 
long as that redoubtable chieftain is al- 
lowed to control the federal patronage 
in the State, and they expect nothing 
else. 


As a rule the progressive elements are 


ranged on the side of Mahona. This 
class includes no small number of ex- 
Confederates, who are weary of fighting 
over the old questions long settled by 
the war, and are anxious for issues hav- 
ing a closer relation to the pressnt. 
Not th« least of these questions is that 
•of free schools, and their growth and 
.development under the fostering care of 
the State. There would be no great di- 
vision of sentiment on this, if the 
schools were exclusively for the benefit 
of the Caucasian, but it galls the greater 
majority of the mossbncks inexpressibly 
to be compelled to educate the "nigger." 
They fear that it will unfit the growing 
generation of Ethiopians for labor with- 
out fitting him for anything better. The 
conviction that the education of a'l 
classes and colors at the common ex- 
pense is th» wisest course has obtained 
a hold among the voters, and will hare 
due weight with them in future elec- 
tions. 


Twenty-Five JLadles Selected tor 


Criticism by the Uenernl Puollc. 


CHICAGO, May 7th.—The entries for 


the Beauty Show at th« Dime Museum 
were closed yesterday. There -were in 
all two hundred applicants for aa op- 
portunity to display their charms, of 
which twenty-flve were selected. The 
list embraced four widows, two married 
Indies and nineteen young ladies. The 
majority are from Chicago, but Indiana, 
Missouri, Massachusetts, and England 
ars represented.

The Oandelaria True Fissure says 
the mining situation in Esmeralda 


county is assuming a very healthy look. 
The districts of Santa Fe, Garfield and 
Mount Cory are teveloping new and 
promising prospects every day. At 
Mount Gory a new strike has been made, 
which causes a very pleasant feeling 
among the owners of the Mount Gory 
mine and the inhabitants of the little 
but growing town of Coryville. Though 
the situation at Aurora is in a comatose 
state just at present, there is a disposi- 
tion among the mining men of Bodie to 
give that district and its advantages a 
Critical looking over, aud possibly do 
something with the idle machinery of 
the recently bnilt Silver Hill mine. 
Hero at home matters are moving along 
quietly yet there is a large amount 
of work being done. The Northern 
Belle, Mount Diablo and Oolnoibus 
Con. are all shipping ore. Fifteen 
ore cars were pulled out 
of here 


by the train of last Monday. Allowing 
seven tons to eacb car, which is the 
minimun load, there wpnld be over 100 
tons in all. While this is not on every 
day shipment, the 
average is from 


seventy-fire to ninety tons. Many pros- 
pects are receiving attention, among 
them that of David McKissick. He has 
recently developed a body of ore at his 
claim, lying to the east of the Mount 
Diablo, and it promises to open into a 
property of value. The New England 
has resumed work, after an idleness ot 
nearly four years.

NEVADA STATE FAIB. 


[Austin Reveille.] 


There is a good hope for the Nevada 


Pair thia year. The California Fair 
Trustees have acted in a manner not 
satisfactory to the Bloo-lhorse Associa- 
tion and they have determined not to 
run th&r horses at Sacramento this 
year. As a consequence the stock can 
be had in September in Reno. This 
has always been the reason why the 
Nevada Fair has been in October, a sea- 
son when the weather is very fickle. 
The Reno folks should now bestir them- 
selves, and put up liberal purses so as 
to attract the best horses on the coast. 
Theo. Winters, who owns aa fine a 
stable of racers aa any man on the 
coast, offers to be one of ten to raise 
$10,000 to be hung up in those purses, 
and it seems likely that this arnoi^at 
will be forthcoming. 


It has frequently been offered as a 


criticism that too much stress baa been 
placed on the horse-racing feature at 
onr State Fairi, and that the premiums 
offered for meritorious stock, vegetables 
or handiwork, have always been en- 
tirely too small to make it worth while 
to take the trouble to compete. Nor is 
the criticism entirely out of place. But 
the stubborn fact exists that the crowd 
is not attracted by the display at the 
pavilion or at the stock stalls. When- 
ever there is to be a big race, or a mili- 
tary parade, or a ladies tournament, 
the race track will have thousands more 
than on oth»r days. We have seen 
crowded trains come from Virginia and 
Carson to see either of these special at- 
traction^ and not a handful of them go 
to see the pavillion which was filled 
with attractive pumpkins, needlework, 
cooking, etc. The managers note this 
fact, and because they want to at least 
have the Fair pay its expenses, they 
pander to the taste of their patrons. 
Just so long as the people prefer horse 
races to needlework and commercial 
displays; jast that long will the purses 
for fast nags be marle larae.

Kvertfreeii Mulct. 


One year ago I sent for ten pounds of 


evergreen millet roots and planted them, 
picking out the very worst piece of 
land I had, because it was vacant. I 
had not heretofore been able to find 
Lnything that would grow upon it. It 
is an arroyo bottom, composed of very 
nice sand for buildiug purposes, and a 
subsoil similar to a good sqlid stone 
wall. Of course I did not expect much 
from it, but thought perhaps it might 
manage to live; nud if it did, that an- 
other year I would give it a beiter berth 
I ran furrows about three feet apart 
with a one-horse plow, and dropped a 
small piece of the root in the furrow at 
each step, covering again with the plow. 
I was much surprised to see it come 
up so evenly. I believe every piece 
must have grown. I know many of thf 
pieces had but one point and seemec 
entirely dead. It received no attention 
whatever, until it was cut, which was 
dona when the seed was in the dough 
(the same as you would cut barley for 
hay). It stood about four feet high 
and the bunches or stools containec 
frora twelve to twenty-five stalks «aoh 
After ' was cut, I ran water iu furrowt 
oetwe -i the rows. I watered thrse anc 
cut it i ' • times, each time the branches 
being larger and plumper than before 
until tne last cutting some of th< 
bunohca were linger than I could reach 
around.

been disturbed, it has come up nearl; 
if not quite afi thiuk <ia you would bow 
barley. It makes' bplei-.did feed—al 
kinda of block like it, and I could dis 
cover no injurious effects of any kinc 
on any animal, nor does,.it impait an;

least we did not notice any. In fact, i 
takes the coke 'and what more can be 
suid?—San Gabriel Corr.

In Reno, Nevada, there are two good 


Republican papers, the JOUBNAL and 
Gazette. One ia published in the morn- 
tug and one in the evening, and tho 
city cannot support any more papers at 
present. Some time ago a paper called 
the Plaiudealer was started by Dr. 
Hogan, a skillful physician, an accom- 
plished gentleman and logical writer. 
The Plaindealer, it is said, never paid 
the expense of publication. The pub- 
lisher admitted that he did not run a 
paper to make money, bnt to lay before 
the public his views on the question of 
paper currency. While not benefitting 
himself in tha slightest degree, he 
worked great injury to the other papers 
in the city by cutting down advertising 
rates to almost nothing. 
Recently at a 


meeting of the Board of Couuty Com- 
missioners the regular papers put in 
their bids for the county printing. Dr. 
Hogan agreed to do the work for $150 a 
year and-the Gazette, th» next lowest 
bid, ior,,$400, and the Commissioners 
realizing that the work eould not be 
done at $150 without a loss, quite prop- 
erly enough declined to award the low 
bid, not wishing to encourage that sort 
of competition against papers which 
have for years been building up and ad- 
vertising gratuitously the resources of 
Washoe county. 


ft'inli Ladders. 


The following resolution was adopted 


at the last meeting of the California 
Irish Commissioners : 


WimiiKis, It is apparent that a gen- 


eral disregard of the laws in relation to 
fish ways and fish ladders now exists 
throughout tbe State. 


Now, therefore, tbe California Fish 


Commission respectfully calls the at- 
tention.of tbe several District Attorneys 
of the State that they may make imme- 
diate and particular inquiry to asceitain 
if the natural passages for fish through- 
out their several districts are obstructed 
by artificial dams, etc., in any of the 
streams, and that they may proceed at 
once against each and every violator of 
the law in relation thereto to the full 
extent of the power in them vested. 


Furthermore, the Commission, calls 


the attention of the people of this State 
to the necessity of constructing fish lad- 
ders where the streams nre obstructed 
by natural dams. 


The Commission will furnish plans 


for ladders and fishways whenever re- 
quested, upon receiving the necessary 
information. 


The Commission requests that the 


papers of this State may publish the 
above resolution at least once, that the 
importance of these matters may be 
brought before the public.
